REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Lyme: 


I submit herewith my annual report as 
superintendent of schools, being the sixth of such 
reports. 


Teachers . 

Lyme has been fortunate in having, and re- 
taining for a period of time, good teachers. A notable 
illustration of this fact is the case of Mrs. Lam- 
phere, who retired from the Plain Grammar school 
last June after ten years of very successful work 
in the schools of the town, most of which were in 
the grammar room at the Plain. During this time 
she had sent out a large number of pupils well- 
prepared for high school work. The town was for- 
tunate to have retained her services for so long 
a time. 

The schools opened in September with four new 
teachers. Miss Augusta Humiston succeeded Mrs. 
Tenney at the Center, and Mrs. Lula Emerson was 
placed at the Whipple school, which, after being 
closed a year, was reopened, and Miss Fredrica 
Nay succeeded Mrs. Lamphere at the Plain 
Grammar. Mr. LaCoss was transferred from the 
Stetson to the Plain Primary room, and Miss Julia 
Pushee was placed at the Stetson. 

All of the new teachers have had some train- 
ing and more or less teaching experience. 

Unfortunately just at this time, Miss Lind, who 
has been doing unusually good work at the Hewes 
school for a year and a half, is obliged to leave 
on account of sickness in her family. 


Buildings 


The buildings are constantly needing attention. 
They should be kept clean and sanitary, properly 
lighted, heated, and ventilated, All of our school 
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rooms, except those at the Plain, are heated with 
unjacketed stoves. It would be a great improve- 
ment, and would add greatly to the comfort of the 
children, if these stoves were jacketed. 

Some improvements were made during the 
Summer at the Hewes school, and the interior of the 
Chesley school was freshly painted. Soon after the 
schools opened in the Fall, it was found necessary 
to install a new furnace at the Plain school. This 
is now working very satisfactorily. 

I have in the past recommended two improve- 
ments that I feel should be made, and I wish to 
emphasize again those recommendations. The 
stoves, to which I have already alluded, should be 
jacketed. This would not only add to the comfort 
- of the rooms, but would also be in the interest of 
economy. And more important still, the toilets 
should be made right, that these may no longer 
continue to be a menace not only to health but to 
the morals of the children. In each instance the 
toilet should be attached to the school building 
so it can be entered only from the school room, and 
it should be so equipped that it can be kept reason- 
ably clean and decent. The change in this par- 
ticular made this year at the Hewes school is a de- 
cided improvement. A like change should be made 
at each of the other schools. 


Attendance 


In another place will be found a summary of 
attendance for the year ending June 1925. I there 
call attention to certain outstanding features. I wish 
merely to add that the attendance record for that 
year is unusually good. In previous years the av- 
erage ettendance had been unfavorably affected by 
the extremely poor record of the Whipple school. 
It is a pleasure to note that the record for that 
school for the present year, while not so good as it 
should be, is very much better than ever it was 
‘in recent previous years. Good attendance may not 
indicate that good work is being done, but it is'a 
primary condition of good work. Poor attendance 
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always signifies poor work. The unusually good 
work of the Lyme schools has been made possible 
by the general good attendance of the pupils. 


Finances 


The fiscal year closed June 30 with a very con- 
siderable balance on hand, about half of which 
was due the state because of over payment of state 
aid on account of unlooked for decreases in the 
cost of the schools. The result is that while Lyme’s 
apportionment of state aid is $1114.46, we actually 
receive nothing from the state this school year. 
We shall, therefore, close this fiscal year with very 
little, if any, balance. For this reason, we shall 
need to raise somewhat more for the coming year. 


In General 


The work of the year is progressing very satis- 
factorily. The teachers are working faithfully and 
with a good deal of professional spirit. There has 
been but little sickness among the pupils, and the 
weather conditions have been generally favorable 
to good attendance. The pupils, almost without ex- 
ception, have been responsive and apparently un- 
usually happy in their school work. 

I would like to suggest that parents visit the 
schools as often as vossible. They would find much 
more of interest there than many may imagine, 
and their presence would be stimulating to both 
teacher and pupils.

It will be observed that the total enrollment, 
average membership, and average attendance de- 
creased, but the per centage of attendance very 
considerably increased. 

The tardiness record is poor, and this is due 
in a large measure to the bad record of one school, 
in which the four children of one family had 184 
tardy marks, or more than all the rest of the chil- 
dren of the town put together. 

I want to call attention to the extremely fine 
record of the Stetson school, which had 99.54 per 
cent: attendance and not one case of tardiness for 
the year. This speaks well for the teacher, the 
pupils, and for the homes. 
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There was but one case of tardiness in the 
Grammar room at Lyme Plain. Here the per centage 
of attendance was greatly lowered by the record 
of two pupils from the Whipple district, who were 
absent a total of 182 sessions, more than all the 
rest of the school combined.
